Col- 
onel Roosevelt before he died joined 
with his wife in a statement that he 
thought it highly fitting that his son 
who went to his death in battle should 
rest . the place of his endeavor.

The willows, the maples, the pines, 
the magnollas, the sequoias, and scores 
of other American trees will find the 
soil of France hospitable. 

The subject has been studied already 
and it is known that so far as the 
tree and the wild flower growths bts 
concerned, It Is entirely feasible. 
sentiment which attaches to the nes 
is strong. 

In France in 1915 and again in 1918, 
\ I gathered on the battlefields wild flow- 
ers which I could not tell from those 
of the same genernl species which grow 
fc the United States. The red clover 
was slightly different, but in the dais- 
jes and the buttercups I could distin- 
guish few variations. Trees of the 
same families, but perhaps of not ex- 
| actly the same-species as those which 
grow tn the United States, are abun- 
jdant in France. The white birches, 
the oaks, and other trees with which 
Americans are familiar, grow there 
strong and beautiful. All these trees 
are closely akin to the American spe- 
cles, and with the soil of France hos- 
Pitable as it is, tree men say that our 
own growths will take kindly to the 
bew environment.

Answering the alleged charge | 
that the American Legion is op- 
posed to organized labor, Richmond 
Post No. 10, at its meeting last 
night passed a unanimous vote en- 
dorsing the principles of organized 
labor and declaring its intention to 
uphold those principles. 

According to Al Browning, ninety 
per cent of the members of the 
Richmond Post carry union cards, 
and the other ten per cent are pro- 
fessional and business men who, 
endorse the principles and actions 
of organized labor. \ 

He states that of the forty 
thousand members of the Legion in 
California, seventy-five per cent 
are card men; that it is their pur- 
pose to maintain a fraternal organi- | 
zation; that they desire to help out 
members of the organization in all 
times of trouble, and that a doctor: 
is ready to give hts services free 
to needy service men. 

Plans for the proposed memorial 
building are to be seen in Archi- 
tect Narbett’s office. 

Richmond Post went on record 
as wishing to rescind the demand 
for a $60 Liberty Bond for all 
service men, asking for $50 in; 
cash in order that the value of 
bonds should not be depreciated.
